PHYSICAL  ENVIRONMENT 


1.  Department  of  Fish  and  Game  has  stated  that  there  does  not  seem  to  be 
any  critical  wildlife  habitat  in  this  vicinity. 

2.  Due  to  the  proposed  use  of  septic  tank  and  tile  fields  for  effluent 
disposal,  the  commercial  sites  will  be  limited  to  low  water  using 
establishments  which  generate  only  sanitary  sewage. 

9.  No  known  hisiorical  or  archaeological  sites  involved. 


HUMAN  ENVIRONMENT 


3 & 10.  Local  and  state  tax  base  and  tax  revenue  will  increase  due  to  the 

higher  valuation  of  developed  land  verses  agricultural  land.  However, 
to  get  a clear  picture  of  the  overall  economic  effect  on  local  govern- 
ment, the  demands  for  services  must  be  considered.  Generally,  single 
family  residential  developments  do  not  generate  enough  tax  revenue  to 
pay  for  all  the  services  the  development  should  have.  The  commercial 
development  may  generate  enough  revenue  to  compensate  for  the  needed 
services,  but  this  will  depend  on  the  type  of  industry  and  whether 
the  industry  is  new  to  the  community  or  just  relocated. 

11.  Industrial  and  commercial  activity  could  be  effected  by  the  develop- 
ment of  these  lots  if  the  businesses  established  here  are  new  to  the 
area. 

14.  The  Department  of  Highway  has  stated  that  U.S.  #2  should  be  capable 

of  handling  the  additional  traffic  generated  by  the  proposal.  However, 
the  increased  traffic  from  the  county  road  to  U.S.  #2  may  require  im- 
provements to  the  road  approach.  As  traffic  increases,  this  will  have 
to  be  studied. 
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
